promise of being an eventful one 

for stamp collecting. The growth 

of stamp collecting in the past 

several years, notably depression 
years has been little less than amaz- 
ing. One could give many reasons or 
causes for this fact and yet possibly 
not tell the entire story. Sufficient 
that we admit the fact and face the 
future. 

What is to be the future of stamp 
collecting? 

In the past year we have seen an 
effort to organize into a Federation 
all of the local stamp clubs of the 
country. Some fought and objected 
to this movement, feeling that the 





present National Societies which have | 
never functioned in a manner satis-| 
factory to the development of our 
hobby, should be permitted to take| 
their time and use their plans in doing 
this very thing. Others objected be- 
cause they believed that it would be 
detrimental to the welfare of the Na- 
tional Societies. 

Regardless of these objections, some 
sort of a Federation has been formed. 
It is loosely knit at present. Our own 
opinion has always. been that it has 
been built along lines that are not sub- 
stantial and that it will eventually fail 
for lack of leadership and strength. 
Lack of backbone or spine that will 
lead collectors along lines that collec- 
tors would welcome leadership in. 

We do not believe that collectors 
will be led in any direction that they 
do not want to be led in. We believe 





that collectors themselves are able to) ; 


determine for themselves what is good 
for them and what is good for stamp | ¢ 
collecting and that they will eventual- 
ly insist on having leadership that will 
fight for their ideals. 

Leadership for any Federation of 
Stamp Clubs to be successful must be 
wholly independent. We firmly be- 





stamp dealers as well as stamp collec- 
tors, yet we do not believe that anyone 
can carry water on both shoulders in 
catering to both groups and give full 
service and_ satisfaction to both 
groups. 

If there is to be a Federation of 
Stamp Clubs that is to be a successful 
organization it must be controlled by 
those who are 100% for the collector. 

It has been lack of leadership, lead- 
ership interested in doing it for the 
stamp collector that has thus far 
blocked the idea of permitting the il- 
lustration of United States Stamps. 

There has now arisen another men- 
ace that will be a black blot on the 
good name of stamp collecting in 
America, for the life time of the pres- 
}ent generation of stamp collectors un- 
less some drastic steps are taken to 
remove the scourge. 

This is the unrestricted issuing of 
unfinished or partly finished stamps, 
such as imperforates, inverts, etc., by 
favor to a favored few. 

Here is a challenge to the Federa- 
tion of Stamp Clubs. Is the Federa- 
tion big enough to accept this chal- 


|lenge thrown in their lap by the New 


Deal in Philately. 
As one who deplores the situation, 


}as one who will wholeheartedly sup- 
port the Federation in a fight against | 


this practice, we call upon all stamp 
clubs which have signified their inten- 
tion of being member clubs of the Na- 
tional Federation of Stamp Clubs to 
insist that the Federation head, take, 


tion and otherwise strenuously 
to block this practice. 

We commend the Santa Monica} 
Stamp Club of Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia for the resolution adopted by 
their club on December 11, 1934, and 
commend their action to all other 
stamp clubs. 


WHEREAS, It has been absolutely 
authenticated that several new 
stamps, including Mother’s Day, the 
2c and 5c National Parks issue have 
been issued before being perforated 
and that they are now in the hands 
of dealers, and 

WHEREAS, The issuance of such 
imperforated stamps for presentation 
or sale in the exclusive manner em- 
ployed is contrary both to equal rights 
and privileges for all and to the 
American principle of a square deal to 
each and every citizen of our land, 
and 
_ WHEREAS, The issuance of such 
imperforated stamps in the manner 
aforesaid mentioned has a strong ten- 
dency to cast the suspicion that favor- 
itism is practiced by a department of 
our federal government that, like 
Caesar’s wife, should be above and be- 
yond suspicion; be it further 

RESOLVED, That this Society re- 
cord its disapproval of the practice 
and request the consideration of the 
Postal Administration that the prac- 
tice be discontinued in the future; 
and, be it further 

RESOLVED, That this Society re- 
quests that in fairness to all of the 
citizens of the United States, the 
Postal Administration forthwith issue 
a set of imperforated stamps of the 
denominations mentioned as a square 
deal to all; and, further be it 


RESOLVED, That a copy of these 





resolutions be sent to the philatelic 
| press, the National stamp societies, 
;|the National Federation of Stamp 
Clubs, and to our delegation in Con- 
|gress, requesting them to assist in 
this movement.

Editor Van Dahl of the Western 
Stamp Collector discourses at length 
on the future of Philately with special 
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reference to the Federation of Stamp 
Clubs in his issue of December 19th. 

It seems to be his belief that there 
is a systematic movement backed by 
big business in the Philatelic World, 
meaning “big money,” that is behind 
this Federation idea, that the chief 
object is the regimentation of stamp 
collectors and stamp collecting. 

If there is such a ghost stalking the 
land, we have not yet seen it. It takes 
money to do business and the stamp 
collecting hobby has grown to such 
proportions that there is a need for 
strong business institutions to cater to 
the trade in a thoroughly satisfactory 
manner 

We feel that there is much lacking 
in the way of strong business inter- 
ests to cater to this vast field of stamp 
collectors. There is opportunity ahead 
for far sighted business men who have 
the knowledge of stamps and stamp 
collecting that will direct them in the 
proper channels. 

Stamp collectors can not be led, 
they must be catered to and that is 
the one point that is too often over- 
looked in dealing with or attempting 
to deal with stamp collectors. 

There are endless opportunities for 
wide awake dealers who have capital 
with which to conduct business. There 
are endless opportunities for publish- 
ers and manufacturers of accessories 
and supplies for these collectors. 

Besides capital with which to carry 
on the business, the promoters must 
have an ear to the ground and thus

and demands of this vast army of 
stamp collectors. No amount of capi- 
tal will make a successful dealer if 
that dealer is not big enough to real- 
ize that his first duty to his custom- 
ers and his potential customers is to 
cater to their wants, 

It is true of course that propaganda | - 
along certain lines can build up a 
market and a demand along those cer- 
tain lines and such business practice 
is entirely ethical, in fact a strong 
propaganda for the collection of for- 
eign stamps in some definite form 
would be highly beneficial to the stamp 
trade of America, yet the average 
dealer is content to struggle along and 
try to do business almost wholly in 
United States Stamps, when as a mat- 
ter of fact, the stamp clubs of the 
country are cluttered up with people 
who claim to be stamp collectors, 
claim to collect U. S. and nothing else 
and who have nothing worth while to 
show as a collection, yet their pockets 
are always full of a bunch of mint 
U. S. which they are trying to sell to 
brother members. 

There is plenty of opportunity for 
service by any Federation of Stamp 
Clubs, 1935 will give the Federation 
an opportunity to serve Stamp Collec- 
tors. Has the Federation the leader- 
ship that will measure up to the chal- 
lenge?

The most 
signif i- 
cant stamps 
of the 
month, t o 
our way of 
thinking, are 
four odd ori- 
ental de- 
signs (% = 
garch, ochre; , 
% garch, green; 10 garch, violet; 20 
garch, purple) from the Arabian 
country which stamp collectors know 
as Nejd-Hejas. There appears on 
these stamps a challenging inscrip- 
tion: “Royaume de L’Arabie Soudite” 
—the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia!— 
a new name for an ancient land— 
and a name which stands as a monu- 
ment to the colossal achievements of 
King Abdul-Aziz ibn Abdur Rahman 
Al-Faisal Al S’ud. 


In 1901, when Ibn Saud was a 
youth of 20, he and his desert war- 
riors fought a successful battle which 
regained for him the Sultanate of 
Nejd, of which his family had been 
deprived: some years earlier. The 
whole Arabian Peninsula was at that 
time under the domination of Turkey 
and not until 12 years later did Ibn 
Saud feel powerful enough to strike 
the first blow for Arabian freedom, 
by capturing the Turkish Province of 
Hasa. In 1926 King Saud conquered 
and annexed the important neighbor- 
ing country of Hejaz—‘The Land of 
Pilgrimage’—the Holy Land of the 
Mohammedan Religion. Since then, 
as “The king of Hejaz and the Sul- 
tan of Nejd”, Ibn Saud has extended 
his sway over virtually the entire 
area of Desert Arabia. With modern 
weapons and desert-going motor ve- 
hicles, this impressive monarch, who 
towers six feet two in his sandals and 
has sixteen sons, brought law and 
order to a land which has been wild 
and rebellious since the dawn of his- 
tory. 


Other countries view with alarm 
the victorious progress of this ruler 
and his fierce, devoted warriors. For 
as King Saud’s power increases, Ara- 
bia becomes for the second time in 
history united and powerful, and 
there arises in the hearts of the 
European statesmen a remembrance 
of earlier centuries, and the fear of a 
single, united and menacing Moham- 
medan Empire embracing all the peo- 
ples of the East. Yet none can fail 
to admire the achievements of the 
wise, brave, and well-loved monarch 
in whose honor a great country has 
been named.

It is called 
the Generalissimo Trujillo Bridge, in 
honor of the popular President.

A reissue of the significant map 
stamp of Paraguay (1.50 pesos, green, 
surcharged “C” in red) has just been 
received. Paraguay and Bolivia have 
been engaged in a war for many years 











over a swampy and jungle-infested 
region called the Gran Chaco. This 
unusual stamp was first issued by the 
Paraguayans just after the start of 
of the war. Like the great fighter 
who always enters a battle boasting 
of the outcome, the Paraguayans 
confidently printed on their stamp, in 
Spanish, “Northern Chaco has been, 
is, and always will be Paraguay’s.” 
Latest reports indicate that the Para- 
guayans have practically won the 
war, so that the reappearance of this

Sweden Catalog Numbers 





A collector and dealer from Geneva, 
Tll., calls attention to the change of 
a greater portion of the later cata- 
logue number of Sweden in the new 
1935 catalog. He deplores this con- 
stant changing since dealers usually 
mark up their stocks by the standard 
catalog and unless these changes are 
noted much confusion is caused. 

It seems from a comparison of the 
current and last catalog that the 
change in numbers starts with No. 
131. Thus dealers or collectors who 
have not noted this fact may take 
heed. 

It would seem that some definite 
plan of numbering stamps should be 
desirable, in order that a number once 
given to a stamp might forever stay 
with that stamp. Such a system could 
be adopted and would be beneficial 
both to the collector and dealer.

PHILATELIC 
FAKIRS 


Perhaps the most 
unpleasant thing a 
Philatelic Publisher 
has to guard against is the publica- 
tion of advertising matter of people 
or concerns who do not fill their obli- 
gations to the readers who send them 
orders or who misrepresent stamps of- 
fered or attempt to market merchan- 
dise which a reputable dealer would 
not knowingly offer to collectors. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has so- 
licited the cooperation of other weekly 
stamp publications for the adoption of 
some plan which will help to keep a 
check on dealers of this type in order 
that their advertising under no matter 
what name might be kept out of the 
pages of all Philatelic publications.

any feasible plan of this nature. 

During the past year a concern by 
the name of the George Washington 
Memorial Paper Company, Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., carried full page ad- 
vertisements in most of the smaller 
monthly papers and in some of the 
larger ones as well. 

The offer consisted of a conglomer- 
ation of Philatelic and other items at 
a nominal price of one dollar. 

This advertising was carried in nu- 
merous papers at frequent intervals. 

On September 29 of this year, the 
same sort of advertising was carried 
in this paper. Again on October 20, 
the advertising was repeated because 
the Company advised us that they had 
received more replies to the first ad- 
vertisement than they had ever before 
received from the advertisement in 
any other publication. 

About this same time, complaints 
began to come to our office from peo- 
ple who had sent their dollar for the 
merchandise and had not yet received 
same. 

We immediately wrote the Com- 
pany and found that the proprietor, a 
Mr. P. Burke had located in Hot 
Springs National Park, Ark. Corres- 
pondence with him was entered into at 
once with a view of having the situa- 
tion cleared up and Mr. Burke stated 
that they were swamped with orders, 
that there had developed a shortage of 
the item which was a newspaper re- 
print containing a story of the funeral 
of Geo. Washington. Mr. Burke stat- 
ed that the plates for printing this pa- 
per had been taken with him to Hot 
Springs where he expected to have the 
reprints made to fill his stock and 
that after several weeks of delay in 
trying to find a printing firm in that 
vicinity who could print the pages, he 
was obliged to get the plates back 
from a Memphis printer and _ ship 
them to New York. The reason being 
that the plates were of a special proc- 
ess which could not be handled suc- 
cessfully by ordinary printing meth- 
ods and that printers in that vicinity 
were not able to do the work. 

Knowing that such a situation could 
well have caused much delay and that 
the story could readily be a plausible 
one we again printed in our issue of 
December 15, a half page announce- 
ment which we believed we should 
print in justice to Mr. Burke and as 
information to our readers who had 
ordered the merchandise. 

Never before have we ever printed 
an advertisement which has caused us 
so much unpleasantness, so much 
trouble, so much unnecessary work 
and correspondence in an effort to get 
justice and satisfaction for our read- 
ers, as in this instance. 

At this time, we have been assured 
that the parcels for the readers have 
been mailed out, yet to this date we 
have had but one report from any 
complainant that his parcel has been 
received and this was a complaint 
about the contents of the parcel. 

Some three or four weeks ago we 
placed in the hands of the U. S. Post- 
office Inspector at Little Rock, Arkan-

The list is priced 
and it is evident from the pricing 
that no attempt has been made to 
go back and list the vast number of 
towns that are no longer postoffices. 

Here in Ohio, there were more than 
2000 different postoffices before 1860, 
while today the total number will 
probably run around 800. This is 
doubtless the situation as regards 
Michigan and any complete listing 
will show many names that are no 
longer available on current cancel- 
lations. 

The list is priced at 35c. It is a 
neatly printed booklet of 32 pages 
and cover.
